up  this  particular  case  in  their  report  to  ATXC.  The  pictuxea  sub> 
mitted  and  as  shown  in  the  ease  dossier  are  not  pieturee  of  tho 
area  of  Mr,  home  but  of  an  area  somie  distance  away* 

Also,  some  of  the  drawings  of  the  tJFO  sighted  are  erroneous  accoirdt* 
ing  to  who,  apparent^,  reviewed  them  for  the  first  time* 

These  were  revised  in  the^jjfll^  dossier.  It  was  learned  during 
this  interview  that  Mr.^^pvb  of  the  UFORC  is  leading  people  to  be* 
11  eve  that  he  and  the  UFORC  organization  are  official  OSAF  Invest  1* 
gators.

Strong 
support  is  lent  this  statement  because  of  numerous  and  constant  aircraft  flights  in 
and  around  Cleveland*  from  both  private  and  municipal  airfields*  »ith  U3AF  units 
located  in  the  Cleveland  Municipal  Airport  there  are  any  numerous  types  of  craft 
flying  but  of  the  Cleveland  area*  i*e.*  advertising  blimps*  helicopters*  transports,

In  Conclusion 


\fe  of  the  Unidentified  Sluing  Object  Resaarcli  Counsel 
are  not  fantasy-ininded  people  nor  are  we  easily  fooled.  Vfe 
are, however,  alert  to  the  posslbiljLtias  of  truth  which,  may 
take  on  the  appearance  of  fantasy*  Vfe  have  investigated  these 
three  case  files  as  thoroughly  as  it  is  passible  for  civilians* 
The  facts  sp.eak  for  themselves  as  each  case  file  substantiates 
and  correlates  each  other  case  file. 

Our  primary  concern  is  the  security  and  defense  of  America; 
as  a country  and  as  a whole  made  up^  of  individuals  each  of  whom 
has  certain  unalienable  rights*  It  is  our  conclusion  that  these 
unidentified  flying  objects  ate  not  only  real,  but  a potential 
threat  to  the  United  States  and  possibly  the  world*  Our  research 
has  proven  that  ufo  s pay  no  attention  to  C.A.A.  altitude 
regulations  and  they  even  go  so  far  as  to  hover  over  people’s 
hoiaes  frightening  them  to  death*  This,  in  itself,  is  dangerous*
